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B.C. teacher 
working in Alta, 
suspended 


'Error in judgement.’ 
No decision from 
local district

The fate of a teacher in Al¬ 
berta is unclear after he was 
reprimanded by British Col¬ 
umbia’s teaching authority 
for putting a sign that read 
“I’m gay” on a student’s back. 

Daniel Mark Ogloff re¬ 
ceived a two-weelc teaching 
suspension from the B.C. 
Commissioner of Teacher 
Regulation earlier this week 
for his actions in the Septem¬ 
ber 2013 incident. 

According to the ruling, 
Ogloff had “placed a piece of 
masking tape on the back of 
the jacket of a male Grade 11 


student. 

“The tape had the words 
‘I’m gay’ written on it. Ogloff 
considered this to be horse- 
play.” 

The document said Ogloff 
allowed other students to 
take pictures and let the boy 
leave class unaware of the 
tape on his back. 

Ogloff has been work¬ 
ing as a teacher at Bassano 
School, about four hours 
south of Edmonton in the 
Grasslands Public School dis¬ 
trict. 

Grasslands trustee Vic 
Budz said he only just heard 
of Ogloff’s behaviour and 
the incident which led to his 
suspension Wednesday night 
after media contacted the 
district’s superintendent for 
comment on the ruling. 

“I think, assuming what 
I’ve seen in the B.C. media, 
I certainly think it was an 


unprofessional act. It was 
disrespectful,” said Budz. “It 
didn’t really give considera¬ 
tion to the student’s physical 
and emotional safety.” 

Calling the incident an 
“error in judgment,” Budz 
said the district hasn’t made 
a decision on whether Ogloff 
will continue as a teacher in 
the province and needs to de¬ 
termine if the suspension in 
B.C. applies to Alberta. 

Alberta Education spokes¬ 
person Tamara Magnan said 
the department is aware of 
the situation and looking 
into it. Magnan noted differ¬ 
ent jurisdictions across the 
county share disciplinaiy 
issues only after the process 
has been completed. 

“We are committed to pro¬ 
viding eveiy student with a 
safe and respectful place to 
learn,” she added, with files

Proposed velodrome could cost $111M 


Delay. Project not 
likely to see full 
funding in next budget

A proposed velodrome in 
Coronation Park now has an 
$111-million price tag, which 
could keep the brakes on the 
project for now 

Councillors will review the 
new cost estimate Monday 
and debate the project as part 
of the 2015 to 2018 capital 
budget later this fall. 

The Argyll Velodrome As¬ 
sociation has committed to 
$20 million of those funds, 
but Coun. Andrew Knack 
said even with that help the 
project would consume most 
of the $120 to $150 million 
council will have to allocate 
this fall. 

“It’s just not realistic to use 
the entire budget almost for 
one project,” he said. 

Knack said he’s open to 
spreading the project over 
two budgets with some fund¬ 
ing starting potentially in 
2018 and spreading into the 
next three-year cycle. 

He said a lot could change

in the meantime that might 
make the project easier to 
fund. 

“It would give the oppor¬ 
tunity for the Commonwealth 
Games discussion, because 
if you get that, it might be a 
great example of where some 
money can be used,” he said. 

Roger Jevne, the city’s dir¬ 
ector of park and facility de¬ 




velopment, said they’re aware 
of the real financial challenges 
in getting the project done. 

“It’s going to be tough and 
we’re looking at a couple of 
things with the Argyll Velo¬ 
drome Association about how 


we might make this work for 
them,” he said. 

Jevne said the existing velo¬ 
drome has to be replaced, but 
there’s no “magic date” for 
when the new facility needs 
to open. 


He said the delay could 
also give the association time 
to raise its portion of the 
budget. 

“We won’t be able to start 
until they have secured all 
their funding,” he said. 
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Fentanyl powerful, dangerous: RCMP 


On the heels of a warning 
from police about a deadly 
knock-off drug circulating in 
the Edmonton area, narcotic 
experts caution the dangers of 
Fentanyl — a powerful opioid 
being passed off as prescrip¬ 
tion painkillers. 

RCMP in St. Albert first 
notified area residents Wed¬ 
nesday that the fake Oxy¬ 
codone pills — small green¬ 
ish-blue pills stamped with 
the number 80 — had been 
floating around the commun¬ 
ity and contained Fentanyl. 


“Fentanyl is a veiy danger¬ 
ous drug that is used in severe 
cases for high-level pain con¬ 
trol,” said RCMP narcotics ex¬ 
pert Sgt. Lome Adamitz. 

Since the dmgs are being 
passed off as Oxycodone, Ad¬ 
amitz said the chance of an 
overdose increases dramatic¬ 
ally. 

“The first time you take 
any of these pills, you’re play¬ 
ing Russian Roulette,” he said. 
“You have no idea the con¬ 
centration. You don’t know 
what’s in there.” 


Edmonton Police Service 
Det. Guy Pilon said the city’s 
dmg unit has had several seiz¬ 
ures of Fentanyl since the be¬ 
ginning of the year, but often 
don’t realize until the pills are 
analyzed. 

“We weren’t aware it was 
Fentanyl until it was sent 
away to Health Canada for 
analysis and when those cer¬ 
tificates came back, it identi¬ 
fied the substances in there as 
being either Oxycodone and 
Fentanyl or Fentanyl,” he said.

Health. Study finds 
paramedics morale 
deteriorating

Alberta Health Services is ad¬ 
mitting the province needs 
more ambulances on the 
street, as the union for para¬ 
medics released a report citing 
worker morale on the decline. 

The report, released Thurs¬ 
day from Health Sciences As¬ 
sociation of Alberta, found 81 
per cent of Emergency Medical 
Service members felt employ¬ 
ee morale was deteriorating in 
Alberta. 

Similar concerns had been 
raised by HSAA in 2012 to Al¬ 
berta Health Services and the 
Minister of Health, which sub¬ 
sequently led to recommenda¬ 
tions outlined by the Health 
Quality Council of Alberta. 

Yet according to HSAA 
president Elisabeth Baller- 
mann, the province has fallen 
short on addressing member’s 
concerns. 

“We’re disappointed that 
none of the recommendations 


of that report have been fully 
implemented to date and that 
other measures have fallen by 
the wayside,” she said. “Their 
efforts seem to have equated 
to nothing more than put¬ 
ting a band-aid on an arterial 
bleed.” 

AHS president and CEO 
Vickie Kaminski addressed the 


study Thursday, stating there 
is still work to be done, espe¬ 
cially when it comes to freeing 
up ambulances. 

“I think they do need more 
ambulances on the street and 
whether that’s by freeing up 
personnel and ambulances 
that are right now tied up tiy- 
ing to off-load patients at emer¬ 


gency departments or whether 
it’s looking at being able to 
provide patient transport in a 
different way, then I think we 
need to address that,” she said. 

Kaminski said the concerns 
outlined in the report are legit¬ 
imate and AHS needs to con¬ 
sider adding more resources to 
the system.

local First Nations signed onto 
the document that paved the 
way for Edmonton. 

Chief Tony Alexis said, 
combined with other work 
the city is doing, it will allow 
the stoiy of his ancestors to 
become part of the broader 
community. 

Alexis said just celebrating 
Treaty Six day, as the city now 
does, is a great way to bridge 
the divide. 

“The more we share our 
cultural celebrations and 


rituals, our identity becomes 
stronger, which makes the 
city stronger as well,” he said. 

The document covers all 
three prairie provinces and 
was signed between First Na¬ 
tions and the first European 
settlers. Mayor Don Iveson 
said he hopes more people 
learn about its importance to 
the city. 

“Treaty Six isn’t an Aborig¬ 
inal document it’s a document 
for all people who live here.”

While you may know him best for being the King of Nightmares, fans of Alice Cooper will get to see the man 
outside of his shock rock character this weekend at the Edmonton Comic and Entertainment Expo.

Metro: When you have been 
to Edmonton in the past, 
it has usually been for a 
concert, how will this visit be 
different for you? 

Alice Cooper: The only thing 
I ever see of the audience 
from the stage is the first 20 
rows, that is it. When we do 
these sci-fi type of things, 
it’s actually one-on-one. That 
never really happens with 
rock stars and their audience. 
The fact that there is a one- 
on-one relationship, so I do as 
many of these as I can because 
I never ever meet the fans. 

It is a really different way of 
getting to lmow people who 
have been your fans for 30 or 
40 years. 

M: Who can Edmonton fans 
expect to see at the Expo, 
you, or the character of Alice 
Cooper? 

AC: When people come to 
these things, they are meeting 
people from Star Trek, people 
from horror movies, and 
they’re meeting the person 
who plays those characters. 

So you are getting sort of the 


other side of that character. 
Yet it’s hard to divorce that 
character from that person 
you’re meeting. When people 
are talking to me and getting 
that autograph, they find me 
veiy nice — which is just the 
opposite of what Alice is. But 
they still feel like they are 
meeting the character. 

M: Is there anything that 
shocks you these days? 

AC: I’m shocked at how bor¬ 
ing young bands are right 
now. It seems to me like 
the younger bands are not 
bringing it. They don’t want 
to be rock stars. That’s why 
more people are going to see 
KISS, Alice Cooper, and Motley 
Criie, and Aerosmith, we sell 
out 20,000 seat theatres and 
the young bands just don’t 
do that anymore. We still 
represent hard rock and we 
still represent what rock was 
about. It was about loud, in 
your face, and not politically 
correct. We were the outlaws. 

I think the younger bands are 
just so afraid to be rock stars. 
It’s shocking to me. 


The thing that really scares 
me is that I can put my head 
in a guillotine, put a snake 
around my neck, but getting a 
blood test puts me right out. I 
have no tattoos because I hate 
needles so much. 

M: What is the next big 
career goal for you? 

AC: I would love to have a 
Broadway play called the 
Stoiy of Alice Cooper, or 
Welcome To My Nightmare. 

I think there will eventually 
be an Alice Cooper play about 
the life of Alice Cooper. It’s 
already built to be a Broadway 
play. The songs are all there al¬ 
ready. The whole thing is right 
there sitting in front of you. I 
would love to see somebody 
else play Alice Cooper. I would 
love to see me as a character. 

I would have to coach them 
because the only one who 
knows who Alice really is, is 
me. They would be surprised 
where Alice would not go. 
Alice would never swear at 
the audience, he is more of a 
gentlemen villain. He would 
slit your throat but he would 


never swear at you. 

M: Who would you want to 
see playing you in this play? 

AC: I keep telling Johnny 
Depp that he looks so much 
like me. I say, “Johnny, you 
and I are so similar, all you 
need to do is get your nose 
broken a few times.” I say it 
would be the perfect charac¬ 
ter for (him) to play. 

Q: If you could make the 
ultimate band, who would be 
in it (dead or alive)? 

AC: Keith Moon on drums. Jeff 
Beck on lead guitar. On bass, I 
don’t think you can get much 
better than Paul McCartney, 
and you also have an awfully 
good singer right there. On 
your other guitar, probably 
Jimmy Page. Lead singer you 
would probably have to have 
me. On third guitar would 
be Keith Richards. If anyone 
could come back from the 
dead to play, it would be Keith 
Moon. He was the most insane 
person I had ever met. One of 
my best friends, but the most 
insane and probably the best 
drummer I ever saw.

Fourteen double-decker buses are owned 
by the county and on average 10 buses 
travel between Edmonton and Sherwood 
Park daily. 


Strathcona County officials 
confirm they will review 
the video screens on their 
double-decker buses follow¬ 
ing a report released by the 
Transportation Safety Board 
(TSB) Wednesday on the Ot¬ 
tawa bus that collided with 
a VIA Rail train last fall. 

“Even though it’s a re¬ 
mote thing, we’re going to 
take it seriously and we’re 
going to have a conversa¬ 
tion internally, talk about 
this video screen and what 
we should do,” said Mat¬ 
thew Carpenter, Strathcona 
County director of transit. 

The screens allow drivers 
to see the second floor of 
the bus so drivers can mon¬ 
itor it for safety reasons. 

The TSB delivered two 
new safety letters to the 
City of Ottawa regarding 
distracted driving and bus 
speed on the Transitway, at 
the VIA Rail crossing where 
the crash that killed six — 
including the driver — on 


the double-decker city bus 
happened. 

It recommended re¬ 
viewing the operational as¬ 
pects of video monitors on 
the double-deckers to “en¬ 
sure that safe bus operation 
is always maintained,” as 
too many monitors can be 
distracting to drivers. 

Strathcona County of¬ 
ficials added that the final 
report is sure to provide 
more insight into the crash 
and will help guide the next 
steps locally. 

“We are eagerly look¬ 
ing forward to the final re¬ 
port, which we think will 
probably put everything in 
context. This is one update 
with one thing that may 
have contributed to it... but 
we want to see the whole 

thing.” WITH FILES FROM

Traffic flow 


Coundlto 
consider pricey 
Yellowhead fix 

The city is hoping a new 
federal grant program can 
be the grease that gets traffic 
moving on the Yellowhead. 

Next Wednesday, city 
councillors will be asked 
to consider two options for 
improving flow — the first 
being a $292-million project, 


closing intersections and 
creating an interchange at 
149 Street. 

The second option, with a 
$687-million price tag, would 
complete those changes and 
create interchanges at 121 
Street and 127 Street, while 
also improving the Fort Road 
and 66 Street interchanges. 

Coun. Tony Caterina said 
the city shouldn’t do this 
project piecemeal. 

“It’s not going to get any 
quieter in the city. It’s going 
to get much busier,” he said. 


The federal government’s 
grant won’t cover the cost of 
land purchases and covers a 
maximum of a third of the 
overall cost, leaving the city 
with a hefty share of the 
project. 

Rob Gibbard, the trans¬ 
portation department’s 
director of capital plan¬ 
ning, said depending on the 
province’s contribution, the 
city could be on the hook for 
$115 million of the first op¬ 
tion and $260 million of the 
other proposal. 


He said, with the Yellow¬ 
head a national highway, the 
city would have a strong case 
to make, but the grant isn’t a 
guarantee either. 

“We have to demonstrate 
to the feds that what we 
have is a nationally signifi¬ 
cant project,” he said.

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Branding. Prentice drives 
stake through Redford’s 
signature campaign 


Premier Jim Prentice heaped 
scorn on former premier Alison 
Redford’s seven-figure signa¬ 
ture Building Alberta branding 
campaign Thursday — then he 
drove a stake through it. 

Prentice criticized the 300 
Building Alberta signs that now 
crowd the Alberta landscape, 
announcing eveiything from 
road repairs to building start¬ 
ups and always including Red¬ 
ford’s name. 

“You know, 300 signs staked 
out in the ground isn’t a good 
measure of performance — 
and you’re not going to see my 
name on any signs,” Prentice 
said to applause in a speech to 
the Alberta Urban Municipal¬ 
ities Association. 

“What you’re going to see 
is the minister of finance and 
the minister of infrastructure 
standing up in the seat of 
democracy ... tabling a report 
card on where we are on the 
capital build.” 

Prentice, speaking later to 
reporters, confirmed the cam¬ 
paign will be shelved, but not 
at added cost. 


What’s in a brand? 


Building Alberta was a 
branding program that at 
its height touched every 
piece of good news infor¬ 
mation that emanated from 
the Redford government. 


“I’m not prepared to invest 
dollars removing (the signs),” 
he said, adding he got an earful 
from Albertans on them while 
on the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive leadership campaign trail. 

He said the government 
may still put the signs to use, 
such as affixing new informa¬ 
tion on them to deliver updates 
and timelines on the progress 
of the construction. 

NDP Leader Brian Mason 
said that means Building Al¬ 
berta will live on in some fash¬ 
ion. “It sounds like (Prentice) 
wants to keep signs on high¬ 
ways, but he just wants his 
message on there, rather than 
Alison Redford,” he said.

Remember when Pamela 
Anderson’s sex tape was 
released? 

That’s what people called 
it then, “released.” Not stolen, 
not extorted, but released. 

And as the Internet 
became as ubiquitous as run¬ 
ning water we started calling 
them “leaks,” as if it was 
public information to which 
we were entitled. 

Certainly it felt that way 
during the five years I worked 
in a video store, where we’d 
rent out sex tapes and specu¬ 
late whether the celebrity was 
complicit in such a release, 
leak, scandal or what have 
you. Each unwitting leak of 
celebrity pornography was an 
event. Although this cottage 
industry centred around 
women, men too, like Fred 
Durst, were sometimes the 
subjects. And we laughed at 
them just the same. 

What a difference one 


month has made. 

With the mass hacking of 
celebrities’ private pictures 
(now in its fourth week with 
no sign of letting up), the 
discourse has changed dra¬ 
matically and we’re finally 
calling them for what they 
are: sex crimes. 

When Jennifer Lawrence’s 
pictures were splattered 
all over 4Chan, Reddit and 
Tumblr earlier this month, 

I witnessed social media 
users’ predictable knee-jerk 
titillation. Even my own first 
thought was to look. But that 
was a blip. 

As more details emerged 
— that she was one of dozens 
of targeted women whose 
intimate pictures were stolen 
by brute force — the public 
conversation became ethical. 
Soon, even the prince of gos¬ 
sip Perez Hilton was pulling 
the images from his website 
and apologizing. 

Even with the threat to 
expose nude pics of Emma 
Watson, in retaliation to her 
UN speech on embracing 
feminism, revealed as a cruel 


hoax (the makers prefer 
“viral marketing,” but let’s 
call it for what it is), I’ve 
noticed fewer late-night 
talk-show punchlines, more 
sensitive media coverage and 
a madder Internet. Few will 
even admit to having looked 
at the pictures. 

Maybe it’s the sheer vol¬ 
ume of illegally obtained im¬ 
ages that’s changed us or the 
hacker’s frank misogyny. Or 
maybe, finally, we’re growing 
empathy for the stars we love 
and disdain. 

That could have been 
your iCloud account or phone 
that was hacked. Any average 
person could have been just 
as easily violated, if only they 
were interesting enough to 
sexual criminals. 

But, of course, hapless, aver¬ 
age people have been victims 
of similar sex crimes for years. 
Revenge pom is a subculture 
that has even adopted its own 
vernacular. But it’s essentially 
non-consensual pornography 
that preys almost entirely on 
women whose only crime was 
doing something that more 


than half of U.S. adults have 
done before, according to a 
recent McAfee survey. 

Actually, that’s the percent¬ 
age of adults who’ve sexted. 
The number who’ve produced 
nude selfies or intimate videos 
for their private pleasure is 
undoubtedly higher. Higher 
still is the number of people 
who use Internet pom. 

How do you know that 
what you saw was consen¬ 
sual? Given the volume of 
pornography now available, 
you almost certainly can’t. 

It’s time for an ethical 
pom movement. 

Why not? We’ve asked our 
food providers and oil produ¬ 
cers to be more transparent. 
Some of us won’t even use 
shampoo that’s treated on 
animals. 

A non-profit, the Ethical 
Pom Partnership, has already 
emerged from this philoso¬ 
phy. And Canada’s Victims Bill 
of Rights is moving to protect 
against non-consensual porn 
as we speak. But we needn’t 
wait for them to take shape to 
be better consumers of pom.

McGill football star charged 
in domestic-violence incident 



Luis-Andres Guimont- 
Mota. Running back

The lawyer for a star McGill 
University football player 
charged in an alleged case 
of domestic violence says his 
client was the victim and not 
the aggressor. 

Luis-Andres Guimont- 
Mota, 22, was formally ar¬ 
raigned in Montreal on Thurs¬ 
day on charges of assault and 
uttering threats against his 
estranged wife. He was im¬ 
mediately released on $300 
bail and a host of conditions. 

The third-year business 
management student and 
starting running back was ar¬ 
rested at a downtown apart¬ 
ment on Wednesday mor¬ 
ning. 

By late that evening, Mc¬ 
Gill said the player in ques¬ 
tion had been immediately 


suspended as per the univer¬ 
sity’s varsity athletics guide¬ 
lines. 

“What’s particular in this 
case is my client is the vic¬ 
tim and not the aggressor, 
contrary to the cases in the 
United States,” said defence 
lawyer Steve Hanafi, refer¬ 
ring to a spate of domestic 
violence cases involving NFL 
players. 

Hanafi said the university 
was too hasty in suspending 


Guimont-Mota from the foot¬ 
ball team and that he and his 
client would challenge the 
decision. 

“I think they acted too 
fast just to protect their im¬ 
age and they don’t know the 
facts,” he told reporters. 

Hanafi said Guimont- 
Mota is considering filing a 
cross-complaint against his 
estranged wife, the alleged 
victim in the current case.

The zoo’s chief veterinar¬ 
ian, Dr. Chris Enright, said the 
19-year-old tiger who died was 
named Baikal and had been at 
the zoo for about five years. 
The neighbouring den houses 
a pair of younger tigers, two- 
year-old brothers named Sam- 
lcha and Vasili. 

Vasili, the one who lulled 
Baikal, was likely defending 
his turf, said Enright. 

“Any tiger — they’re a

Syria. United Arab 
Emirates ambassador 
calls Maj. Mariam al- 
Mansouri 'highly trained 
(and) combat ready’ 


The first female air force pilot 
in the United Arab Emirates led 
airstrikes against Islamic State 
of Iraq and al-Sham (ISIS) mil¬ 
itants in Syria earlier this week, 
the federation’s ambassador to 
Washington said on Thursday 
as he pledged his countiy will 
do “whatever is necessaiy” to 
defeat the militant group. 

Social media has been buzz¬ 
ing with rumours that F-16 
pilot Maj. Mariam al-Mansouri 
played a part in attacks against 
the jihadist group, with many 
users taking delight in the re¬ 
buke it implied toward the 
militants’ ultraconservative 
ideology. 

Ambassador Yousef al-Otai- 
ba’s comments were the first 


public confirmation of her role. 

“She is a fully qualified, 
highly trained, combat-ready 
pilot, and she led the mission,” 
al-Otaiba said during an ap¬ 
pearance on American cable 
channel MSNBC’s Morning Joe. 

The Emirates, a seven-state 
federation that includes the 
capital of Abu Dhabi and the 
Mideast commercial hub of 
Dubai, is one of five Arab coun¬ 
tries that have joined the U.S.- 
led coalition cariying out the 
airstrikes in Syria. 

Al-Mansouri was bom in 
Abu Dhabi and graduated from 
the country’s Khalifa bin Zayed 
Air College in 2007, according 
to a profile earlier this year in 
the government-owned news¬ 
paper The National. 

Emirati leaders have taken 
steps to raise the status of 
women in the oil-rich countiy, 
which has modernized rapidly 
since its formation in 1971 
and is now home to a cosmo¬ 
politan blend of foreign busi¬ 
nesspeople, expatriate profes¬ 
sionals and low-paid migrant 


workers who together far out¬ 
number the local population. 

Al-Otaiba linked al-Man- 
souri’s role to the campaign 
to defeat ISIS. “Do you want a 
model or a society that allows 
women to become ministers 
in government, female fighter 
pilots, business executives, 
artists? Or do you want a soci¬ 
ety where if a woman doesn’t 


cover up in public she’s beaten 
or she’s lashed or she’s raped? 
This is ultimately what this 
breaks down to,” he said. 

It is important that moder¬ 
ate Arab and Muslim nations 
take a stand against ISIS mil¬ 
itants, al-Otaiba said, describ¬ 
ing the group as “a threat to 
our way of life.”

Who will win the 
race? After a slow start, 
the running event biz 
has hit its stride — 
but now it's do-or-die 
time for organizers 
scrapping it out

A sea of hipsters wait in T-shirts, 
headbands and sunglasses. 
Soon, their bright white shirts 
will look like the inside of a 
Skittles bag. 

They look pleased. After all, 
most paid about $60 a pop to be 
popped with brightly coloured 
powder during a five-kilometre 
run earlier this month in down¬ 
town Vancouver. 

Across town, another sea 
of runners in rainbow-bright 
clothes and shoes are readying 
for a timed 10-km road race. 

It’s clearly do-or-die time for 
running event organizers scrap¬ 
ping it out in the booming run¬ 
ning events business. 

It wasn’t always this way. 

Back in 1963 at Calgaiy’s 
first marathon, a mere 19 men 
showed up, and only 12 fin¬ 
ished. This year, more than 
15,000 people took part. In 
1975,144 men and two women 
ran Ottawa’s marathon. This 
May, 4,436 men and 2,599 
women ran the marathon. And 
overall, 47,827 people partici¬ 
pated in six events during Ot¬ 
tawa Race Weekend. 

It’s the same stoiy coast-to- 
coast. While it took years for 
traditional road races to slowly 
build up their events, new 
events seem to have quickly 
sprinted to the head of the pack. 

The Color Run, LLC held its 
first event in Arizona in 2012. 


Charity 


• Some for-profit runs, like 
the Canada Running Ser¬ 
ies, have a separate non¬ 
profit foundation. Others 
donate a small amount of 
money to charity directly. 


• But the majority of 
money for charity via 
runs (whether a non¬ 
profit or not) is raised by 
individual runners. 


In 2013, the for-profit company 
hosted roughly 170 events in 
more than 30 countries. 

The Color Rim (which has 
not added a “u” in deference 
to our spelling) held five events 
in Canada in 2013. This year, it 
grew to eight events, and plans 
to expand again next year. 

About 60 per cent of partici¬ 
pants in the untimed “fun runs” 
are first-time runners, according 
to a Color Rim spokesperson. 

The for-profit Tough Mud- 
der LLC tends to attract more 
seasoned runners. Since it 
started in 2010, more than 100 
Tough Mudders have been held 
around the globe. The 18- to 
20-km events include obstacles 
such as: mud, freezing-cold 
ice, electricity and fire. A cross- 
section of CrossFitters, gym rats 
and runners in Canada have 
plunked down about $139.99 to 
$199.99 (plus fees and taxes) to 
take part in the gruelling event. 
In 2012, the business co-found- 
ed by a Harvard Business School 
grad brought in $70 million US 
in revenue, according to New 
York Magazine. 

Alan Brookes, the director of 
the Canada Running Series Inc., 
is not worried about all the new 
competition. 

“We’re passionate believers 
in doing one thing well,” says 
Brookes from Vancouver, where 


he was hosting the Vancouver 
Eastside 10K. “We are sticking 
to the traditional, complete 
road race and leaving the mud 
and colour to others.” 

The for-profit Canada Run¬ 
ning Series holds a total of eight 
races in Toronto, Montreal and 
Vancouver eveiy year. Its mar¬ 
quee event, the Scotiabank 
Toronto Waterfront Marathon 
(STWM), has hit its stride — 
celebrating 25 years this year 
and on pace to hit record num¬ 
bers of participants. 

The STWM began as the 
Coors Light Toronto Half-Mara¬ 
thon — part of a “six-pack” of 
races in a nod to the sponsor. 

In 1990, about 1,500 people 
took part. In the last five years 
the number of participants at 
the STWM (which now includes 
a 5-km run, half-marathon and 
full marathon) has risen almost 
400 per cent, with about 25,000 
expected on Oct. 19. 

Lately, it’s condo-dwelling 
millennials of both genders that 
are pushing the phenomenal 
growth, Brookes says. 

And companies are jockey¬ 
ing for a prominent spot at 
these events so they can mar¬ 
ket their product or brand to 
the swelling crowds of young, 
fit and well-heeled runners. 
Brands have such a strong pres¬ 
ence that some runs look like 
NASCAR races. 

Being a part of these feel¬ 
good events is worth a lot to 
companies. 

In 2008, Richard Branson’s 
group paid about $30 million in 
a five-year deal to sponsor Lon¬ 
don’s not-for-profit marathon. 
It’s now called the Virgin Money 
London Marathon. 

Eyepopping deals like that 
seem to have encouraged a slew 
of newbies to give putting on an 
event a shot. Many quickly hit a 
wall. 

Earlier this month, Runner’s 
World Magazine reported some 


theme and obstacle events have 
failed lately, with insiders point¬ 
ing to “organizer’s inexperience 
and unanticipated costs.” 

Heather Wall has experi¬ 
enced what she says was a poor¬ 
ly executed event firsthand. 

The fiber-fit Ottawa mom 
runs in about a dozen events 
per year, including the Canada 
Army Run in Ottawa last week¬ 
end. Two years ago she tried a 
local obstacle endurance event. 

“ft was not well organized,” 
says Wall, “ft left a bad taste in 
my mouth.” 

Among other things, she 
says it was not clear the event 
was solely a for-profit venture 
and she worried about the 
safety of runners as she believes 
there was not sufficient medical 
help on site. 

“I’m glad I did it, but I would 
never do it again,” says Wall. 

A safe event is something 
runners like Wall keep top-of- 
mind. 

In 2012, a man drowned at a 
Tough Mudder in West Virginia. 
The death was ruled accidental. 
The man’s family have since 
filed a lawsuit. 

In the mad dash to cash in, 
some of these events will trip up 
and drop out along the way. In 
the long run, runners like Wall 
will determine which events get 
a second wind.

Free clinics 
mean big 
money 

Eveiy Sunday morning 
the true believers gather 
to worship in the running 
temples John Stanton built. 

The former two-paclc- 
a-day smoker started the 
Running Room in 1984. 

The first store was literally 
a room in a house in Ed¬ 
monton. 

Thirty years later, there 
are about 1,500 staffers 
and 128 stores in North 
America. 

Since the start, Stanton 
has preached about inclu¬ 
siveness and community. 

The stores generally run 
free clinics eveiy Wed¬ 
nesday night and Sunday 
morning that anyone can 
attend. Plus, the stores offer 



several training clinics for 
$69.99 in Canada, which 
are sponsored by running 
shoe companies, such as 
New Balance and Saucony. 

“The clinics are a little 
bit self-serving,” Stanton 
freely admits in a phone 
interview from Edmonton. 
It’s a mutually beneficial 
relationship, he says. 
Customers get fit and meet 
like-minded people and 
the store builds a strong 
relationship with custom¬ 
ers and sells them a new 
pair of running shoes every 
now and then. 

Competitors are starting 
to see the light. Vancou¬ 
ver’s Lululemon Athletica 
Inc. and MEC (formerly 
Mountain Equipment Co¬ 
op) are among the growing 
number of retailers now of¬ 
fering free running groups 
and sponsoring running 
events, too.

pital. “They kept her there for 
about three or four hours until 
she sobered up a little bit and 
then (social workers) picked 
her up from the hospital.”

Two Toronto doctors ac¬

“The calf was not injured 
in the commotion during this 
crush of people, but we’re 
not sure whether the calf will 
survive the winter without her 
mother,” Skaggs said. 

Retired U.S. Forest Service 
ranger Anne Huebner of Idaho, 
who had been staying at the 
campground, said people 
were getting too close to the 
animals. People are prohibited 
from getting closer than 25 
yards to a moose. The limit is 
100 yards for bear and wolves.

A truck dripping rancid juices 
from thousands of pounds of 
rotting chicken sat in the heat 
attracting flies Thursday at a 
western Montana truck stop, 
where an Idaho trucking com¬ 
pany employee abandoned it at 
least three days earlier. 

The driver left the trailer 
containing approximately 
37,000 pounds of frozen chick¬ 
en near the Flying J Truck 
Stop west of Missoula after the 
company refused his requests 
for more money, authorities 
said. The chicken was worth 
$80,000. 

The truck was discovered 


Tuesday, though it’s unclear 
how long it had been there. 

The driver reportedly texted 
Dixie River Freight Inc. several 
times, saying he needed more 
money. When the company 
refused to pay him until he de¬ 
livered the load, he apparently 
abandoned the trailer at the 
truck stop, according to police 
in Nampa, Idaho. 

On Thursday, the trailer 
was surrounded by sawhorses, 
crime scene tape and flies at 
the truck stop as temperatures 
threatened to reach 90 F (32 C) 
for a second straight day. 

Alisha Johnson with the 
Missoula City-County Health 
Department said Dixie River’s 
insurance company was re- 
sponsbile for cleaning the 
mess. She added they’ll either 
have to prepare a landfill to 
receive the load, or they can 
freeze the trailer. 

Nampa police are searching 
for the truck driver but had not 
released any information by 
early Thursday afternoon.

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Just ‘digging around’ in N. Korean prison 


Matthew Miller. U.S. 
man sentenced to six 
years of hard labour 
says he mostly does 
agricultural work 


An American man recently 
sentenced by North Korea to 
six years of hard labour says he 


is digging in fields eight hours 
a day and being kept in isola¬ 
tion, but that so far his health 
isn’t deteriorating. 

Under close guard and 
with only enough time to an¬ 
swer one question, 24-year-old 
Matthew Miller spoke briefly 
to The Associated Press at a 
Pyongyang hotel where he had 
been brought to call his family. 

It was his first appearance 
since he was convicted Sept. 


14 of entering the countiy il¬ 
legally to commit espionage. 

“Prison life is eight hours of 
work per day. Mostly it’s been 
agriculture, like in the dirt, 
digging around,” Miller said 
when asked what conditions 
were like in prison. 

“Other than that, it’s iso¬ 
lation, no contact with any¬ 
one. But I have been in good 
health, and no sickness or 
no hurts,” he said, showing 


little emotion. 

At Miller’s 90-minute trial, 
North Korea’s Supreme Court 
said Miller tore up his tourist 
visa upon arriving in Pyong¬ 
yang on April 10 and declared 
his ambition to experience 
prison life so he could secretly 
investigate North Korea’s hu¬ 
man rights situation. 

Miller is one of three Amer¬ 
icans detained in North Korea.

South Korean Hyundai 
workers striking in protest 


Thousands of Hyundai Mo¬ 
tor Co. workers are striking 
to protest the South Korean 
automaker’s decision to spend 
$10 billion on land for a new 
headquarters while wage nego¬ 
tiations remain stalled, a union 
said Thursday. 

Union spokesman Hwang 
Ki-tae said the mood among 
workers turned sour after a 
Hyundai-led consortium of¬ 
fered 10.55 trillion won ($10.1 
billion) for land in Seoul’s 
upmarket Gangnam district. 
About 47,000 workers are walk¬ 
ing off the job for a total of 12 
hours from Tuesday to Friday. 
Hyundai has about 60,000 
workers. 

Since June, the union has 
been in talks to negotiate new 
terms for wages and benefits. 
The latest talks broke down 


after the company refused to 
accept the union’s proposal, cit¬ 
ing cost issues. 

Hwang said the land deal 
showed that Hyundai’s position 
could not be justified. Hyundai 
is paying about three times 
the land’s value to squeeze out 
other bidders. The union’s de¬ 
mands include changing the 
employment status of tempor- 
aiy workers at production lines 
to full-time employment. The 
union also wants the company 
to count bonuses as part of 
regular wages, which are the 
basis for calculating pension 
and paid leave entitlements. 

Hyundai’s union said the 
company refused to accept the 
wage terms citing the cost of 
1.4 trillion won. The company 
declined to confirm the figure.

Ignition switches 


Chrysler recalling 
almost350,000cars 

Chiysler is recalling nearly 
350,000 older model cars and 
SUVs in the United States, 
Canada, Mexico and else¬ 
where to fix ignition switches 
that could unexpectedly shut 
off their engines. 

The recall covers 2008 
Jeep Commander and Grand 
Cherokee SUVs, Chiysler 300 
and Dodge Charger sedans 
and Dodge Magnum wagons. 
All were built before May 


12, 2008. 

It covers an estimated 
18,976 vehicles in Canada, 
as well as more than 292,000 
in the United States, almost 
50,000 in Mexico and more 
than 33,000 outside North 
America, according to the 
company website. 

Chrysler says the igni¬ 
tions may not fully return 
to the “on” position after 
being started. The switches 
could move to “accessoiy” or 
“off.” That could shut off the 
engine and knock out power- 
assisted steering and other 
features, the associated press 
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Formulated by a French 
company and produced in 
Cuba, the men’s colognes are 
being presented this week at 
a Labiofam convention in Ha¬ 
vana.

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Is Bash bug worse 
than Heartbleed? 


Uh-oh. Experts are 
divided over whether 
the latest security flaw 
will cause more chaos 
than the Heartbleed bug 


New warnings are emerging 
of a security flaw known as 
the “Bash” bug, which cyber 
experts say may pose a serious 
threat to devices using Unix- 
based operating systems such 
as Linux and Mac OS X. 

Beyond computers, devices 
ranging from home Internet 
routers to systems used to 
run factory floors and power 
plants to medical equipment 
could be affected. 

The Department of Home¬ 
land Security’s Computer 
Emergency Readiness Team 
in the U.S. issued a warning 
about the vulnerability this 
week. Experts are divided 
over whether the bug could 
pose a bigger threat than the 


Heartbleed computer secur¬ 
ity flaw discovered earlier this 
year. 

Security company Rapid7 
said that while the vulnerabil¬ 
ity “looks pretty awful at first 
glance,” hackers will not be 
able to exploit most systems 
running the affected Bash soft¬ 
ware. The Heartbleed bug ex¬ 
ploited a key piece of security 
technology used by hundreds 
of thousands of websites. For 
more than two years before 
it was discovered, the flaw 
exposed passwords and other 
sensitive data to hackers who 
could steal that information. 

The reason the Bash bug 
could be worse than Heart- 
bleed is because it gives the 
attacker a bigger advantage 
than Heartbleed did, said Tod 
Beardsley, engineering man¬ 
ager at Rapid7. With Heart- 
bleed, attackers could get an 
information leak. With the 
Bash bug, they can get “re¬ 
mote code execution,” a way 
to take control of the affected 
device to install programs or 


run commands, he said. The 
bug is rated a maximum 10 
out of 10 for its impact and 
ease of exploitability by the 
Common Vulnerability Scor¬ 
ing System, an industiy stan¬ 
dard for assessing how bad 
security flaws are.

Forcing 
pick-and-pay TV futile, is 
coining anyway: Report 


Forcing TV service provid¬ 
ers to offer their custom¬ 
ers television channels on a 
piclc-and-pay basis would be 
a waste of time, a new study 
says. 

The C.D. Howe Institute 
report released Thursday 
says ever-changing technol¬ 
ogy will soon put viewers 
squarely in the driver’s seat, 
allowing them to choose 
eveiything they watch one 
program at a time. 

And it suggests it would 
be better for regulators to 
determine whether broad¬ 
casters should continue to be 
required to fund the produc¬ 
tion of Canadian content. 

The study also opposes 


the idea of forcing new 
video-distribution services, 
such as Netflix, to pay into 
funds that subsidize such 
content. 

Entitled Let the Market 
Decide: The Case Against 
Mandatory Piclc-and-Pay, 
the study comes as the Can¬

Lots more H&Ms on horizon 


Energy boost. Scientists 
add shine to solar power 
with golden molecule 


Tired of your cellphone’s low- 
battery light blinking as you 
stand helpless on a down¬ 
town corner? 

Giovanni Fanchini says he 
has the fix. 

Fanchini and other West¬ 
ern University scientists have 
turned 144 atoms of gold into 
a molecule that’s proven to in¬ 
crease solar cell performance 
by more than 10 per cent. 

And, Fanchini says, it 
could come to valuable use 
in the form of solar-powered 
phones in as few as five years. 

“Eveiy time you recharge 
your cellphone, you have to 
plug it in,” says Fanchini, an 
assistant professor in physics 
and astronomy. “What if you 
could charge mobile devices 
like phones, tablets or lap¬ 
tops on the go? 

“Not only would it be con¬ 
venient, but the potential 
energy savings would be sig¬ 
nificant.” 

There are, of course, other 
implications of the research¬ 
ers’ work. It has the poten¬ 
tial, Fanchini says, to take 


solar power mainstream 
and “dramatically decrease 
the world’s dependence on 
traditional, resource-based 
sources of energy.” 

The technology could be 
fast-tracked and integrated 
into prototypes of solar pan¬ 
els in one to two years, he 
says, noting the team is al¬ 
ready working with manufac¬ 
turers of solar components. 

So what exactly did 
Fanchini and his team do? 
Well, it’s a golden idea. 

They used “gold nanoclus¬ 
ters” to create a flexible 
network of antennae on 
traditional solar panels. The 
benefit comes as those golden 
rabbit ears attract more light. 

“Picture an extremely deli¬ 
cate fishnet of gold,” explains 
Fanchini, noting that the an¬ 
tennae are so minuscule they 
go unseen even with a con¬ 
ventional optical microscope. 

“The fishnet catches the 
light emitted by the sun and 
draws it into the active region 
of the solar cell.”

The Equalizer. Denzel

Richard: Mark, The Equal¬ 
izer is more elegant than 
Liam Neeson’s recent action 
movies but less viscerally 
satisfying. 

All the elements of 
Neeson’s Eurotrash thrillers 
are in place — tattooed bad 
guys and the “seasoned” 
hero with a “special set of 
skills” — but the pace is 


much slower. The point 
of the story is that McCall 
equalizes situations, using 
his talents to help the 
downtrodden, but it takes 
about 30 minutes before 
any settling of scores hap¬ 
pens. 

We meet McCall, learn 
about his orderly life but 
we don’t learn anything 
about his past. He’s Denzel 
and ergo, a badass, but the 
first half-hour of this movie 
could have snapped things 
up a bit by illuminating his 
past. 

Mark: Richard, withholding 
information must be what 
passes for suspense in this 
thriller. 

But I can accept a slow 
burn off the top if the rest 
of the movie ignites. 


But the plot and tone 
of the movie is standard 
stuff, as you say. What lifts 
the rote material into the 
stratosphere is Denzel, who 
is such a good actor we for¬ 
get we’re watching an ex¬ 
pensive Steven Seagal flick. 

RC: It is a slow burn that 
does build some tension, and 
by the time McCall unleash¬ 
es hell on the Russian mob¬ 
sters, it comes as a bit of a 
catharsis. Now the movie is 
rolling! 

Except that it isn’t. 

It takes ages for McCall 
to open another can of 
whoop-ass. Instead director 
Antoine Fuqua has elected 
to gradually build up to a 
wild showdown in a mas¬ 
sive hardware store. 

Who knew those places 


were so dangerous? 

The climax is tense and 
inventive — apparently 
there is no home improve¬ 
ment device that cannot be 
turned into a WMD — but 
it is a more standard bloclc- 
buster-movie ending than 
you might expect from a 
movie so stingy with the ac¬ 
tion in the first hour. 

MB: Homeowners ... killing 
homeowners, as the jingle 
sorta goes. 

I liked the set piece at the 
end; it was veiy well directed, 
and I have no quibble with 
the technical virtuosity of the 
movie. 

Denzel’s tactiturn hero 
is mysterious and engaging. 
But when I thought about 
it, all of the hero’s efforts to 
eliminate the Russian mob 


in Boston would only result 
in the ascendancy of the 
Irish mob. And what’s Bill 
Pullman doing in the movie 
with three lines? 

Time to fire his agent? 

RC: Pullman did have the 
nicer house, though, so I 
guess that counts for some¬ 
thing. 

Overall it’s a good movie 
and Denzel is, as always, 
charismatic and interesting, 
but as he says, paraphras¬ 
ing Hemingway, if “the old 
man gotta be the old man,” 
then The Equalizer gotta be 
more of an action movie to 
be completely satisfying. 

MB: I might say the vio¬ 
lence was often gratuitous, 
but there’s not much of a 
movie without it.

Examining Xavier Dolan’s Oedipal world 


Mommy. Director talks 
about his fascination 
with mothers and 
sons and making 
films about them

“I have no culture. I’m ig¬ 
norant. I have a high school 
diploma and I’ve seen eight 
films.” 

Quite the admission from 
Quebec’s boy wonder Xavier 
Dolan who has accrued 36 
awards with just five major 
features since 2009. I Killed 
My Mother, Heartbeats, Lau¬ 
rence Anyways, Tom at the 
Farm and his latest Mommy 
catapulted him onto the 
world stage at Cannes, four 
winning major prizes. Dolan 
is hands-on in all elements of 
his films and has a successful 
acting and voice-over career. 
Dolan says he has no culture, 
but it’s clear he creates it. 
And he’s just 25. 

Mommy finds us in fam¬ 
iliar Dolan mother/son ter¬ 
ritory. The widowed Diane 


(Anne Dorval) and her vio¬ 
lent, mentally ill teenaged 
son Steve (Antoine-Olivier 
Pilon) find it hard to function 
together or integrate into 
society. They are perpetual 
youngsters in a love-hate rela¬ 
tionship that recalls his 2009 
film I Killed My Mother. 

“I was ready to go back 
to mother and sons and I 
realized I’d never left them,” 
says Dolan. “They’d always 
been in my movies some¬ 
how, sometimes in the back¬ 
ground and sometimes in the 
spotlight. I Killed My Mother 
was about schemes compared 
to Mommy, which is really 
about an existential crisis be¬ 
tween two people who love 
each other more than the 
world. They love each other 
so much they cannot live 
together.” 

Dolan picked the word 
Mommy from all the terms 
for mother as it describes 
their refusal to grow up. 

“Mommy is what children 
call their moms. They don’t 
say ma, or mom or mother 
except if you’re on the Titan¬ 
ic. They say mommy when 
they’re really small. Both Die 
and Steve are two children; 
they’re just babies. Die is an 


eternal teenager and Steve 
just will never be a grown-up; 
he’s a little baby.” 

Mommy is set in a “fic¬ 
tionalized Canada” in which a 
parent may deposit an incorri¬ 
gible child in an institution in¬ 
definitely. 

“The thing about mental ill¬ 
ness is that it is unpredictable. 
Steve doesn’t think, ‘Well, I’m 
going to go home and bum 
die house down.’ He’s a good 
kid, but he’s a ticking bomb. 
He does not control his out¬ 
bursts. It’s important for me 
to portray how unpredictable 
relationships are when mental 
illness is in the household.” 

Dolan stars in the upcom¬ 
ing psychological drama The 
Elephant Song in which he’s 
confined to a psychiatric 
hospital. And he’s reportedly 
starring opposite Taylor Laut- 
ner in Gus Van Sant’s untitled 
project based on a New York¬ 
er Magazine article. 

Not so long ago, Dolan 
complained of sitting around 
waiting for the phone to ring 
and petting his cat. “It sure 
has changed. First I’m aller¬ 
gic to cats, I stopped doing 
laundiy, I just buy new briefs, 
I travel so much I don’t have 
time to wash them.”

Geeks of the world, you’re 
about to fall in love with Gen¬ 
esis Rodriguez. There’s no point 
in resisting. The actress, ap¬ 
pearing in Kevin Smith’s totally 
insane Tusk, used to be part of 
an all-girl BattleBots team. Her 
words, not ours. 

“We were an all-girls robot¬ 
ics team. We looked like we 
were kick-ass, cool-ass girls 
who had ribbons in their hair 
but were like, We’re going to 
kick your ass!”’ Rodriguez tells 
Metro. “We did competitions, 
like national competitions. We 
went to the Kennedy Space 
Center, we went to a conven¬ 
tion in Oklahoma. I was in¬ 
volved with the pneumatics of 
the robot. I wasn’t so much into 
getting the precise degree and 
cuts of angles and things — I 
was a welder.” 

Yes, welding. Rodriguez 
thinks women have the edge 
when it comes to that particu¬ 
lar trade. 

“I think girls make better 
welders than men because we 
take time with our tacks and 
our welds, we’re detailed and 
we make it look pretty,” she 
says with a laugh. “It’s fun. Just 
the smell of it is just... I love the 
oil. The light, it’s hypnotizing. 
You could be there all day just 


looking at it. It’s kind of cool. 
But yeah, building robots was 
super-awesome.” 

Rodriguez acknowledges 
that when people first look at 
her, they might not immedi¬ 
ately think “welding” and 
“robots,” but that’s their loss. 
“It’s not something that you’d 
expect, but it was just a fun 
time. You’re actually thinking 
something in your head and 
then executing it and actually 
seeing it done. I think it’s just a 


really cool school program that 
should be promoted more. And 
you’re having fun with your 
friends and working on a croco¬ 
dile robot. How cool is that? 

So what was it her kick-ass 
team created? “Basically, it was 
really a tough robot, a croco¬ 
dile,” she explains. “It was built 
at an angle, so it would come 
under you and just chomp you 
down into pieces and break you 
down. So even if you’re a bigger 
robot in size, it could just scoop 


you from under — trip it and 
kill it.” 

And if robots aren’t enough 
for you, she’s also an avid Shark 
Week aficionado, something 
that helped her build more 
appreciation for the massive 
beast at the centre of Tusk, the 
walrus. “I was watching Shark 
Week this last time, and I real¬ 
ized that sharks do not mess 
with walruses. They don’t,” 
she says. “They have weapons, 
and they’re just stronger. They 
could take down a shark. Also, 
octopi. They flip a wing of the 
shark, and once you flip a shark 
and put it upside down, that’s 
it. They’re immobilized. Sharks 
are so bad, (but) you just flip 
them over (or) punch them in 
the nose.” 


Spike Lee has been described as 
one of the angriest filmmakers 
in the United States, but he jok¬ 
ingly suggested Wednesday he 
was worried about a bit of ire 
coming his way during a news 
conference in Montreal. 

“We’re not going to talk 
about the Rangers beating 
the Habs last year, are we?” 
said the diehard sports fan, 
referring to the Montreal 
Canadiens’ elimination from 
last season’s Stanley Cup 
playoffs at the hands of his 
hometown New York team. 

“We’re not bringing that 
up?” 

Lee didn’t have to wony. 

He appeared at the Mont¬ 
real International Black Film 
Festival where he was to be 
presented with the event’s first 
Pioneer award by P.K. Subban, 
the Habs co-captain. 

“He’s a great player,” Lee 
said before the award cere¬ 
mony, adding he watched Sub¬ 
ban play in New York last sea¬ 
son and waved at him during 
the pre-game skate. 

“I’ve noticed a lot more play¬ 
ers of colour in the National 
Hockey League. The Rangers 
need to get one.” 

The ceremony was to pre¬ 


cede the Canadian premiere of 
Lee’s new film Da Sweet Blood 
of Jesus, a romantic horror 
comedy. 

The event coincides with 
the 25th anniversaiy of Lee’s 
landmark film Do the Right 
Thing, about racial tensions in 
Brooklyn. 

Lee acknowledged a lot has 
changed in the last 25 years. 

“Twenty-five years ago, I 
would have never thought 
there would be an African- 
American president,” he said. 

“That’s something that 
happened, so there have been 
many great developments. 
But there are more African- 
Americans who are in pov¬ 
erty now than there were 
back 25 years ago and police 
are still killing black people.” 

He also pointed out that 
while there are more black 
stars, “black people are not tak¬ 
ing over Hollywood.” 

Lee, who is credited with 
helping revolutionize modem 
black cinema, said there is still 
a need for more diversity — in¬ 
cluding more women, Asians, 
and Hispanics — on TV and 
behind the scenes in TV and 
movies.

“Foo for the fans — no 
more touts” is a Kickstart¬ 
er campaign aiming to cut 
out the middlemen and 
let fans appeal directly to 
artists when it comes to 
concert venues. 

The not-for-profit cam¬ 
paign is hoping to get the 
Foo Fighters to Birming¬ 
ham for a fan-funded gig 
in 2015, following the 
release of the group’s new 
album, Sonic Highways. 

The online response 
has been enthusiastic — 
the campaign launched 
on Sept. 19 and had nearly 
hit its £150,000 ($270,000) 
target on Thursday. 

“Are you sick of losing 
out on those golden tick¬ 
ets?” asks the campaign’s 
Kickstarter page. “By 
doing this we are putting 
the power of ticket sales 
back into the hands of the 
fans, not the touts.” 

This isn’t the first time 
the Foo Fighters have 
been beckoned to a fan- 
funded stage — the band 
played in Richmond, Va., 
after a similar campaign.

Radiohead. Is new album on the way? 


Experimental rock giants 
Radiohead are working on 
a new album — or at least 
it would appear so from the 
cryptic messages of frontman 
Thom Yorlce. 

In what online fans wide¬ 
ly interpreted to be a tease, 
Yorlce has made a series of 
suggestive tweets, including a 
link to an untitled picture of 
a white turntable, in between 
his calls for the world to fight 
climate change. 

In his most explicit mes¬ 
sage, Yorlce said he and Stan¬ 
ley — presumably longtime 


friend Stanley Donwood, who 
has designed Radiohead’s 
cover art — were “going 
through 15 years of discarded 
words and pictures.” 

Yorlce said that Radiohead 
has done “overdubs” in its 
studio but that the British 
rockers were in their “second 
day only.” 

The hints would confirm 
a statement earlier this year 
by Radiohead lead guitarist 
Jonny Greenwood, who told 
the BBC that the band would 
start recording a new album 
in September. 


The album would be 
Radiohead’s first since 201 l’s 
The King of Limbs, an experi¬ 
mental work in both music 
and marketing, with the 
band selling it digitally from 
its website without a record 
label. 

Radiohead quickly won a 
following with its 1993 debut 
album Pablo Honey, a work of 
guitar-driven alternative rock 
that featured the song Creep. 

The band soon took a 
more original and electronic 
turn through its seminal 1997

Crowd control. Venice will block canal 
walkway for George Clooney’s wedding 


Venice city officials have or¬ 
dered the closure of a walk¬ 
way fronting the picturesque 
Grand Canal on Monday, 
to keep crowds away from 
George Clooney’s wedding to 
human rights lawyer Amal Al- 
amuddin. 

The city order closes ped¬ 
estrian access to walkways 
accessing the 16th-Century 
Cavalli Palace for at least 
two hours Monday, citing 
“the George Clooney wed¬ 
ding.” 

The order is the first offi¬ 
cial indication of the timing 
of the nuptials. 

Clooney revealed earlier 
this month at a star-studded 
benefit in Florence that he 
would marry Alamuddin 
in the lagoon city, but re¬ 
frained from giving the date. 
Press reports have speculat¬ 
ed the couple would have 
two ceremonies, one on 
Saturday followed by a civil 
ceremony on Monday. 

A Venice city official, 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because he was 
not authorized to speak to 
the media, said police re¬ 
quested the closure to pre¬ 
vent crowds from gathering 
and creating a safety risk. 

The official said such 
closures have taken place 
previously for both public 
and private events. 

Only city offices are af¬ 
fected by the closure area, 
not businesses that cater to 
tourists, the official said. 

The Renaissance-era 
Cavalli Palace is used as a 
venue for civil marriage 
ceremonies, with rooms of¬ 
fering views of the Grand 
Canal and the famed Rialto 
Bridge. 

The palace can be ac¬ 
cessed by gondola for the 
most “exciting arrival,” the 
Venice city website notes.

Since achieving inter¬ 
national fame with his 2003 
feature High Tension, Aja 
has confirmed his predilec¬ 
tion for the horror and fan¬ 
tasy genres. The French film¬ 
maker brought his expertise 
to Hollywood, where he is 
known for directing Piranha

YouTube stars serve 
up gut-busting fare on 
new TV series 


The four guys behind Epic 
Meal Empire have devoured 
cheeseburger-stuffed lasagna, 
pizza cupcakes and Tex-Mex 
sushi. So what’s the grossest 
thing they’ve ever eaten? 

“Dried apricots and dried 
papayas,” says founder Harley 
Morenstein with disgust. 

The Montreal-based kitch¬ 
en crew genuinely loves cal¬ 
orie-laden comfort food. And 
after racking up 600 million 
YouTube views for their Epic 
Meal Time videos, they’re 
bringing their passion for 
gut-busting concoctions to 
the small screen. 

In Epic Meal Empire, air¬ 
ing Mondays on FYI, the gang 
moves to Los Angeles and 
cooks up artery-clogging fare 
for “extreme-food clients” — 
i.e. anyone with an excuse to 
consume meals that should 
probably only be eaten once 
in a lifetime. 

The crew, led by “Sauce 
Boss” Morenstein and his 
friends Josh Elkin, Ameer 
Atari and Dave Heuff, sees 
moving from YouTube to TV 
as a natural progression. 

“I don’t mind saying that 
I like Epic Meal Empire bet¬ 
ter than Epic Meal Time,” de¬ 
clared Morenstein, 29, in an 
interview. 

Back in 2010, he was 


a substitute high school 
teacher in his hometown 
of Montreal when he began 
experimenting in video pro¬ 
duction. Epic Meal Time was 
born when he and his friends 
created an elaborate “cheat 
meal” — ironically, amid ef¬ 
forts to promote health and 
fitness. 

“After the first episode, 
I substituted the following 
week. The show had gotten 
a lot of traction,” he recalled. 
“The kids were like, ‘Oh sir, I 
saw you drinking on the In¬ 
ternet!’ ... I kind of lost the 
children that day.” 

Two weeks later, the num¬ 
ber of online views were so 
staggering that Morenstein 
quit his teaching job. After 
hundreds of episodes, two 
cookbooks and six million 
YouTube subscribers, the 
crew turned their attention 
to TV. 

Morenstein said several 
networks were interested, 
but in the end they chose 
“contemporary lifestyle” 
channel FYI, a recent rebrand 
of Shaw Media’s Twist and 
A&E’s Biography. 

“They let us do what we 
want, which is the best part 
of being on FYI,” he said. 


In a class all his own 


“They were the ones that real¬ 
ly put the trust in us. They 
picked up 16 episodes right 
off the bat. That was enough 
for us to want to commit to 
that network. 

“Now, the show is exactly 
what we want. It’s something 
we’re proud of. It’s hilarious. I 
think it’s an awesome show.” 

In the first episode, a 
second-grade teacher in¬ 
vites the guys to make her 
students a “fantasy meal,” 
a break from eating boring 
old healthy food. They build 
a “Taterbot,” a giant robot 
made of Tater Tots, licorice 
and grilled cheese. 

Other wild concoctions in 
the show: A Cinnabon battle¬ 
ship with a cream cheese 
frosting churro cannon, an 
eight-foot chicken (made 
of chicken tenders and 100 
eggs) on roller skates and an 
edible car they also claim is 
“driveable.” 

A bigger budget allows the 
guys to be more imaginative 
with their meals, but net¬ 
work television has its draw¬ 
backs. The Jack Daniel’s-guz- 
zling foursome can’t drink on 
camera, which they flout in 
the premiere by taking a shot 
off screen, the Canadian press

Brooklyn Nine-Nine. 

Co-creator promises 
twists for cop comedy's 
second season 


It looks like Brooklyn Nine- 
Nine is going to be one of the 
busiest police precincts on TV 
when it returns for its second 
season on Sunday. 

“There’s some new twists,” 
promised co-creator Mike 
Shur, who also helped bring 
Parks and Recreation and the 
American version of The Of¬ 
fice to TV. 

Capt. Ray Holt (Andre 
Braugher) goes toe to toe with 
a new rival and there will be 
“exciting and hopefully satis¬ 
fying” resolutions to the ro¬ 
mantic cliffhangers and star 
detective Jake Peralta’s under¬ 
cover adventure. 


“There’s a lot of new things 
that are introduced in the first 
two episodes,” Shur said of the 
show, which is broadcast on 
CityTV and Fox. 

Case-cracking mingles with 
wisecracking in the comedy, 
which won Golden Globes in 
its first season as best TV com¬ 
edy and for star Andy Samberg 
as best actor in a TV series, 
musical or comedy. It also 
won an Emmy for outstanding 
stunt co-ordination. 

Brooklyn Nine-Nine is one 
of only a handful of police- 
themed comedies since Car 
54, Where Are You? in the 
1960s. Barney Miller in the 
1970s, Police Squad in 1982 
and Reno 911 (2003-2009) 
were others. 

Shur said he and co-creator 
Dan Goor, both fans of Barney 
Miller, saw potential in that 
scarcity. 

“There are certain reasons 


you would imagine people 
would be scared off from it be¬ 


cause police work is often not 
hilarious but we felt with the 
right cast and with the right 
group of people doing it we 
can make a funny show,” Shur 
said. 

Melissa Fumero, who plays 
Det. Amy Santiago, agreed. 

“I actually thought this is 
great because there’s so many 
procedurals and cop shows on 
television, there should be a 
funny one,” she said. “There’s 
so much opportunity there to 
even poke fun at all those pro¬ 
cedurals a little bit.” 

Shur noted real cops have 
called Barney Miller one of 
the most realistic fictional de¬ 
pictions of police work ever 
broadcast. Brooklyn Nine- 
Nine also consults actual po¬ 
lice to ensure it’s getting de¬ 
tails right. 

Adds executive producer 
David Miner: “It’s important 
at some level, even though it’s 
a comedy show, to be tethered 
to reality just a little bit.” 

Samberg said that’s one 
of the reasons the show has 
clicked. 

“It very effortlessly feels 


true to life,” said Samberg, 
who sat down with the rest of 
the cast for an interview prior 
to a tribute to the show at the 
Just for Laughs festival in July. 
“It felt veiy current to me, in 
a nice way. That’s actually a 
really hard thing to pull off.” 

The show’s cornerstone 
is the relationship between 
savvy yet irreverent Peralta 
and the stern Holt. 

Samberg described the dy¬ 
namic as “him, sort of a stoic 
rock and me a yipping dog 
jumping in circles around 
him and poking and prodding 
him.” 

Samberg said unleashing 
Peralta’s craziness is some¬ 
thing that comes naturally to 
him.

Vincent Piazza is pondering 
his next move. His critically 
acclaimed series, Boardwalk 
Empire, created by Terence 
Winter and executive pro¬ 
duced by Martin Scorsese, is 
in its fifth and final season on 
HBO Canada (Sundays, 9 p.m.

In a recent interview, 
Piazza shared his thoughts 
on co-star Steve Buscemi and 
what he kept from the set. 

Where were you when you 
got the role? 

I was in a little room in my 
(New York) apartment on 
17th Street. I remember 
getting the call and I was 
just, Wow.’ It was a wow 
moment, and then I had all 
this energy and excitement 
to begin, and I was like, ‘All 
right, when does it start?’ 
‘Like in six months.’ And I 


was like, ‘Oh.’ 

And that’s when I became 
a bookworm and was watch¬ 
ing eveiy documentaiy, 
reading every biography, just 
went to work in tiying to 
learn more about the time. 

What did you learn from 
Steve Buscemi? 

Steve has been so gracious to 
me and all the actors that I 
get to see him interact with, 
and he’s such a great leader. 

As an example, it was 
the first episode that we 
were shooting of the entire 
show, and I’m a huge Steve 
Buscemi fan, but I’m also 
getting the feel of it. I don’t 
know the hours, I don’t 
know a TV schedule that 
well. 

So, I was just getting to 
know eveiyone and spending 
time with the actors and the 
crew, and I look over and I 
see Steve just in his chair, his 
eyes closed, just sitting there. 
I go, ‘Oh, interesting. He 
wants time to himself.

Drumming movie Whip¬

The Amazing Race. 
Popular show forced 
to move to unpopular 
night due to schedule 
switch by U.S. network 


Phil Keoghan looked as if he 
had just run into a roadblock. 

Interviewed in Los An¬ 
geles, the host of The Amaz¬ 
ing Race knew his series was 
being moved to a new night 
as it enters its 25th season 
(starting Friday, Sept. 26 at 8 
p.m. ET). 

He also knew, having seen 
the ratings and been mobbed 
at Canadian airports, that the 
series is even more popular in 
Canada than it is in the U.S. 

So why, he wondered, 
didn’t CTV just leave it where 
it’s already the hit of the 
night, on Sundays? 

“In a way, it’s kind of sad 
that they’re dictated by the 
American schedule,” he says. 

Having grown up in New 
Zealand — far from the 
crushing wave of U.S. TV sig¬ 
nals — Keoghan had no idea 
that he had just raced over a 
Canadian TV cliff. The prac¬ 
tice of substituting and simul¬ 
casting U.S. shows in Canada 
was part of the dialogue at 
the just-concluded hearings 
before the Canadian Radio¬ 
television and Telecommuni¬ 
cations Commission. 

The Canadian network 
with rights to The Amazing 
Race, Bell-owned CTV, sug¬ 
gested it would be happy to 
throw a roadblock up against 
the U.S. network signals that 
have spilled in for decades 
from Buffalo, Seattle and all 
across the Canada-U.S. bor¬ 
der. 

Instead of woriying about 
following the whims of a 
U.S. scheduler, they could

just show the programs they 
import whenever they want, 
without woriying that view¬ 
ers might get their fix on a 
U.S. channel. 

It’s a particularly pertin¬ 
ent point this fall for CTV. It 
headed into this first official 
week of the season with three 
of their top imports — The 
Big Bang Theory, The Amaz¬ 
ing Race and Grey’s Anatomy 
— all switched to new nights. 

Usually, whenever a TV 
network moves a show, it 
loses 20 per cent of its audi¬ 
ence.

estimates. 

CTV had great success this 
summer with The Amazing 
Race Canada, which con¬ 
cluded to 2.7 million over¬ 
night viewers and remained, 
for the second year, Canada’s 
most-watched show of the 
summer. 

That the audience fol¬ 
lowed that series on Mon¬ 
day nights gave CTV plenty 
to cheer about. Scoring that 
kind of a number on a Friday, 
TV’s lowest viewing night, 
will be more of a challenge. 

Sunday is such a competi¬ 


tive night. Having to compete 
without its Amazing Race 
tent pole at 8 has left CTV 
suddenly vulnerable. They’ll 
be heading into a new night 
of hockey on City stations, as 
well as Global’s female-skew¬ 
ing drama lineup. 

During the long season, 
there’s also The Walking 
Dead on AMC, Downton Ab¬ 
bey on PBS and many other 
cable and speciality distrac¬ 
tions. 

Keoghan is well aware of 
the Canadian version of The 
Amazing Race, which is host¬ 
ed by Jon Montgomeiy. 

“I heard it did extremely 
well,” he says.

“I live tweet during the 
show,” says the host, who can 
be followed at @PhilKeoghan. 
He loves the immediacy of 
getting instant feedback from 
fans. “It’s like a live litmus 
test.” 

Keoghan notes how tech¬ 
nology has changed in the 14 
years since the series began. 


“When we run through 
an airport now, iPhones 
come out and we’re all over 
Instagram,” he says. “People 
now know when we’re run¬ 
ning through Hong Kong. 
That didn’t happen when we 
were first starting out.” 

Cameras certainly come 
out when Keoghan is at a 
Canadian airport. He recalls 
coming north to Toronto to 
shoot a few promos for the 
series for CTV. 

“I remember I was under a 
deadline and had to get some¬ 
thing done as I was going 
through the Toronto airport,” 
he says. 

Keoghan found himself 
mobbed by fans.

“Clogging is Appalachian mountain step 
dancing and it incorporates all sorts of 
things like Irish dancing and things like 
that,” says Rosemarie Coyne, the clogging 
representative for the Edmonton & Dis¬ 
trict Square Dance Association. “But we’ve 
got taps — normal oxford shoes with taps 
on the heels and toes. It’s noisy and it’s 
men and women, but mainly women.

“In round dancing we dance in a circle,

Mickelson and Keegan Brad¬ 
ley, undefeated as a team two 
years ago at Medinah, face the 
European powerhouse of Mc¬ 
llroy and Sergio Garcia in the 
opening session of fourballs on 
Friday at Gleneagles. 

“We’re looking to hand 
them their first defeat tomor¬ 
row morning,” Mcllroy said. 

They will be the anchor 
match of what should be a fas¬ 
cinating opening session. 

U.S. captain Tom Watson 
made sure all three of his rook¬ 
ies were on the course at Glen¬ 
eagles right away, and two of 
them are partners — 21-year- 
old Jordan Spieth and 24-year- 
old Patrick Reed, the youngest 
pairing in Ryder Cup histoiy. 

Europe captain Paul Mc- 
Ginley put together four pair¬ 
ings who have never played 
together in a Ryder Cup. That 
includes Mcllroy and Garcia, 
who he said have become fast 
friends over the summer and 
asked to play together. 

“The fun is only starting 
now,” McGinley said. 

Mickelson took a playful 
jab at Mcllroy on Wednesday 
when he said the best part of 
American unity is the players 
don’t “litigate against each 
other.” Mcllroy has a court bat¬ 
tle against his former manage¬ 
ment company, and the lawsuit 
involves Graeme McDowell. 


Mcllroy told Golf Channel 
on Thursday that he “got a 
couple of jabs back” at the gala 
dinner on Wednesday. 

“I know Phil well and we 
had a couple of laughs about 
it,” Mcllroy said. 

Mickelson and Bradley went 
2-1-1 as partners in the Pres¬ 
idents Cup last year, so they are 
not unbeatable. And while they 
faced some of Europe’s strong¬ 
est tandems at Medinah — in¬ 
cluding handing Garcia and 
Luke Donald their first loss in 
foursomes — this might be the 
toughest yet. 


“It’s going to be a difficult 
match against what we per¬ 
ceive as the strongest team 
that Europe has,” Mickelson 
said. 

Watson went with his 
strength at the top. He chose 
Bubba Watson and Webb 
Simpson in the opening match 
against Justin Rose and Henrik 
Stenson. Watson and Simpson 
won both fourballs matches at 
Medinah, beating both oppon¬ 
ents on the 14th hole. 

Rickie Fowler and Jimmy 
Walker will play the second 
match against Martin Kaymer 


and Thomas Bjorn, the 43-year- 
old Dane who is playing in the 
Ryder Cup for the first time 
since 2002. 

Both captains said their 
plan was for all 12 players to 
be on the course by the end of 
Friday. 

“People are going to say 
there is real strength at the 
top, real strength at the bot¬ 
tom,” McGinley said. “It’s really 
strength all over. I really, really 
rate this American team. We’re 
going to have to be on if we’re 
going to beat them.”

Kaillie Humphries will be the 
test case, the guinea pig if you 
will, on females racing with 
and against men in bobsled. 

The two-time Olympic gold 
medallist in women’s bobsled 
has been given the green light 
to pilot a four-man sled with 
male brakemen. 

The governing body FIBT 
essentially declared Thurs¬ 
day that four-man bobsled 
is “gender neutral,” which 
allows for mixed teams and 
all-female teams to compete 
against men’s four-man sleds. 

Humphries asked the FIBT 
at the organization’s congress 


in May to allow her to pilot 
a men’s sled. With just six 
weeks until the start of the 
2014-15 racing season, the 
executive committee essen¬ 
tially said yes. 

While it leaves national 
bobsled federations scram¬ 
bling to figure out how this 
will work, Humphries was 
elated Thursday. 

“This day and age, it’s 
something I feel the world 
is ready for,” the Calgarian 
told The Canadian Press. “I 
need new challenges and this 
is a huge one. I think for me 
knowing another four-year 


cycle means pushing myself, 
pushing the limits, the target 
on my back is a lot bigger. 

“I don’t want to ever be¬ 
come complacent. And I know 
this is a challenge that will not 
allow that to happen. This is 
something that will challenge 
me mentally and physically to 
step up my game.” 

Women’s bobsled was 
introduced as an Olympic 
sport in 2002 as a two-person 
event, while the men con¬ 
tinued to race two-man and 
four-man sleds. 

Humphries and brake- 
man Heather Moyse of Sum- 


merside, P.E.I., defended their 
Olympic title in Sochi, Russia, 
in Februaiy after claiming 
gold four years ago in Whist¬ 
ler, B.C. The two women were 
Canada’s flagbearers at the 
closing ceremonies in Sochi. 

Humphries will attempt 
a three-peat in Pyeongchang, 
South Korea, in 2018. 

The 29-year-old has won 
11 of her 15 career World 
Cup races as well as a pair of 
women’s world champion¬ 
ships. 

She intends to pilot a sled 
with male brakemen at Bob¬ 
sleigh Canada Skeleton’s se¬ 
lection races in Calgaiy in 
October. Humphries does not 
yet know who her Canadian 
crewmen will be. 

Humphries hopes the 
FIBT’s declaration opens 
the door for a separate four- 
woman competition in the

IOC adds gender to non-discrimination rules 


The IOC will require future 
Olympic host cities to abide 
by rules that forbid any kind 
of discrimination, a move 
prompted by the outciy caused 
by Russia’s adoption of a law 
banning so-called gay “propa¬ 
ganda” ahead of the 2014 Win¬ 
ter Games in Sochi 

The International Olympic 
Committee sent a letter to 
the three candidates for the 


2022 Winter Games specifying 
that the host city contract will 
include new wording on non¬ 
discrimination. 

The language, based on 
Principle 6 in the Olympic 
Charter, also includes a specif¬ 
ic reference to discrimination 
based on gender. 

The new clause — seen by 
The Associated Press — re¬ 
quires the host city and na¬ 


tional Olympic committee 
to “conduct all activities in a 
manner which promotes and 
enhances the fundamental 
principles and values of Olym¬ 
pism, in particular the prohibi¬ 
tion of any form of discrimina¬ 
tion with regard to a countiy 
or a person on grounds of race, 
religion, politics, gender or 
otherwise, as well as the de¬ 
velopment of the Olympic 


Movement.” 

The inclusion of the new 
language follows the global 
controversy that surrounded 
the buildup to the Sochi Games 
after Russia passed a law pro¬ 
hibiting gay “propaganda” to 
minors. The law was passed in 
the year before the Games and 
led to international protests by 
gay and human rights groups.
